World's Rair Guards Take a W. 


Johns Into Ouatody Witbont 


Cause or Warrant—A Suit 


for Damages Probable. 


Becentlr, upon ths order ot on*, 


Alvord, chief engineer ot ths Hygeia 
Water company, who is without authority 
to order an amet, a W. Johns, of ths 
state board of agriculture, was arrested 
by the guards on the World's Fair 
pound snd carried to the polios elation 
ins patrol wagon. The event came 
about in this way: The Hygeia Water 
company, fortuelpnrpose of laying pipes 
to s point where they dssued to locate a 
niekal-ic-the-slotmaobinsto dispose of 
their water, commenced excavating upon 
the grounds belonging to the Illinois 
bmlding. Secretary Garrard observing 
it, drove the workmen away and ordered 
ths trench that bad been dug filled and 
resodded. The foreman ot ths B>geia 
gang presented Garrard an order from 
Mr. Burnhsm authorizing ths oompany 
to orosa the grounds. 
Mr. Garrard re- 


futed to reoognizt the order snd 
subsequently Bnrnham denied having 
issued snob an order. 
Mr. Garrard 


left the city the following day, snd as 
soon as the Hygsris people discovered h* 
wss gone they proceeded to reopen the 
trench. Mr. Johns wss the only mem- 
ber ot tbs board that happened to be on 
tbs Illinois premises and ha ordered tbs 
workmen to quit and leave the premises, 
snd notified the foreman that no order 
save ons from ths Illinois board itself 
would b» recognized. The foreman then 
ordered some Columbian guarda to place 
Mr. Johns under arrest, whioh they did, 
carrying him to tbs station in spite ot 
his protests. When bs reached the sta- 
tion and explained to the officers then 
who be wss he was promptly released. 
The affair baa caused a good deal ot ex- 
citement among official circle* at tbs fair, 
as recently these unwarranted arrests 
have occurred too frequently. The Illi- 
nois board of World's Fair commission- 
ers have passed resolutions in relation to 
the unwarranted arrest ot ons ot their 
number on their own grounds by order ot 
trespassers, in whioh they sst forth tbs 
enormity ot the offense in vigorous lan- 
guage. Mr. Johns, it is understood, will 
bring suit f M damages egainst ths Expo, 
sition authorities.
